When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al- 
bert Einstein, Mahatma 
Ghan'di, 


Chiang Kaishek, Sibelius, Genghis 
Khan, Pisasso, 
Stravinsky, 
and 


King Mongkut of Siam, whom

Yul portrays in "The King and I,"

He was no more 
bald than Yul is, but it was the 
custom of his country at the time 
for the royal males to shave Jheir 
heads.

lias done all he can Jor the baldies 
of :the, world. 


When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al-

Since 'Yul allows no 'hall- 
way measures in doing a job, he 
followed suit for his characteriza- 
tion.

Yul admits that three were amus- 
ing. "I was at the opening of the 
Copacabana in Nesv York one night 
when Jackie Leonard, who is- nat- 
urally as bald as I am for .his role, 
stopped at my table and cracked: 
" 'Look, Yul, I'm wearing your 


hairpiece!' " 


Brynner. was also amused when

of :the, world. 


When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al- 
bert Einstein, Mahatma 
Ghan'di, 


Chiang Kaishek, Sibelius, Genghis 
Khan, Pisasso, 
Stravinsky, 
and 


King Mongkut of Siam, whom 
King Monghut of Siam, whom 


Yul portrays in "The King and I," 
Rorgers and Hammerstein's mus- 
ical drama of. the'man who ruled 
from 1851 to 1868, 
was 
a great 


monarch who did more to modern- 
ize his country than any of his 
predecessors. . He was no more 
bald than Yul is, but it was the 
custom of his country at the time 
for the royal males to shave Jheir 
heads. Since 'Yul allows no 'hall- 
way measures in doing a job, he 
followed suit for his characteriza- 
tion. 


Of all the jokes tossed his way, 


Yul admits that three were amus- 
ing. "I was at the opening of the 
Copacabana in Nesv York one night 
when Jackie Leonard, who is- nat- 
urally as bald as I am for .his role, 
stopped at my table and cracked: 
" 'Look, Yul, I'm wearing your 


hairpiece!' " 


Brynner. was also amused when

When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al-

lias done all he can Jor the baldies 
of :the, world. 


When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al- 
bert Einstein, Mahatma 
Ghan'di, 


Chiang Kaishek, Sibelius, Genghis 
Khan, Pisasso, 
Stravinsky, 
and 


King Mongkut of Siam, whom 
King Monghut of Siam, whom 


Yul portrays in "The King and I," 
Rorgers and Hammerstein's mus- 
ical drama of. the'man who ruled 
from 1851 to 1868, 
was 
a great 


monarch who did more to modern- 
ize his country than any of his 
predecessors. . He was no more 
bald than Yul is, but it was the 
custom of his country at the time 
for the royal males to shave Jheir 
heads. Since 'Yul allows no 'hall- 
way measures in doing a job, he 
followed suit for his characteriza- 
tion. 


Of all the jokes tossed his way, 


Yul admits that three were amus- 
ing. "I was at the opening of the 
Copacabana in Nesv York one night 
when Jackie Leonard, who is- nat- 
urally as bald as I am for .his role, 
stopped at my table and cracked: 
" 'Look, Yul, I'm wearing your

Brynner. was also amused when

mark made by his own wife, former 
Twentieth Century-Fox star Vir 
ginia Gilmore, who told him,

of :the, world. 


When Brynner 
\vent 
glabrous 


(Webster: "smooth, having a sur- 
face without hairs"), he not only 
won real thespian fame, but deep 
compassion for all the gents with 
unthatched 
domes. 
They, like 


himself are fed up with such trite 
expressions as "Old Baldy," "bald 
as an egg, billiard ball, coot, cocoa- 
nut," etc., etc., as he is wont to 
say in "The King and I" to his 
English school mistress portrayed 
by lovely.Deborah Kerr in the Cine- 
maScope spectacular. 


During his kingship — he abdi- 


cated at the final take of the film 
— Yul slumped on behalf of the 
.gentlemen destitute of natural head 
covering. He points with pride to 
men of fame, both past and pres- 
ent, who were threadbare on tip, 
but are a far cry from being pump- 
kin heads. 


In his list of marble-domed greats 


are included the President, Dwight 
Eisenhower. Winston Churchill, Al- 
bert Einstein, Mahatma 
Ghan'di, 


Chiang Kaishek, Sibelius, Genghis 
Khan, Pisasso, 
Stravinsky, 
and 


King Mongkut of Siam, whom

Yul portrays in "The King and I,"

was

monarch who did more to modern- 
ize his country than any of his 
predecessors. . He was no more 
bald than Yul is, but it was the 
custom of his country at the time 
for the royal males to shave Jheir 
heads. Since 'Yul allows no 'hall- 
way measures in doing a job, he 
followed suit for his characteriza- 
tion. 


Of all the jokes tossed his way, 


Yul admits that three were amus- 
ing. "I was at the opening of the 
Copacabana in Nesv York one night 
when Jackie Leonard, who is- nat- 
urally as bald as I am for .his role, 
stopped at my table and cracked: 
" 'Look, Yul, I'm wearing your 


hairpiece!' " 


Brynner. was also amused when
